Venus and 
Mercury occidentall, neere to the Sunne by ſeavende- 
grees, or orientall by five, be burned, ' from thenceunto 
twelve under the beames. I he Moone neere by twelve 
degrecs 15 burnt,trom thence unto 15. under the beames: 
And you muſtnote, thatthelaid accidents are nothurt« 
full when they fall in the {ignes of Aries,and of the Lion. 
Unfortunate allo are the Planets, when they go back=" 
ward, and when they 'be joyned with Saturne, or with-. 
Mars : or when they receive evill aſpe&s of them.

perſon that hath you will to do his friend good;& hath 
not wherewithall ; and ſowhen the Sunne ſhall be with- 
out aſpe& ofany giver of time,you maſt leave itthere,and 
go to the Moone, which may give the life within the firit 
houſe, in the figne Maſculine or Feminine, and within 
the tenth,cleventh, ſeventh, fourth,fifth,ſecond,and third 
houſe, in{ignes Feminines and nor Maſculines, receiving 
aſpe& of any giver of time. If the Moone have not all 
the ſaid conditions, you mult come to. the degree aſcen- 
dant;if the nativitie be conjun&ionall, ( Conjun@ionall 
is: ſaid the nativity, before-the which laſtly the lights 
have beene conjoyned.)) and if the faid degree receive 
aſpe& of the giver of time, he ſhall be giver of life : other- 
wiſe not, Wherefore you muſt examine the part of 

Fortune, the which ſhall. give life in the Angles and 

houſes ſucceeding,with the afpett of thegiver of time, 0- 

therwiſe you muſt cometo the degree, to the which laſtly 

the lights have beene conjoyned : the which within the 

Angles or houſes ſacceeding ſhall be giver of life, if hee

When the Nativity is nofurnall, we follow the ſame 
order,{except that firſtwe confider the Moone, ſecondly . 
the Sunne, &c.)this giyer of life, when either by dire&i- 

on,or by protettion, or by other way, meete any evill a- 
ſpe& ot the infortunes, 'or of the ſtarres-fixed cf violent 
nature,or any of the notable conjunQions, or Edipſes of 
the lights,it cauſeth then ſome fickneſſe,and very ſudden- 
ly bringeth death, when the fortunes do not intermingle 
the favourable beames. | | 


Chap.IX.Of the giver of yeares, called of the- 
Arabians Alcocod=n. : 


He giverof time, or giver of yeares, is the ſame that 
hath dignitie of houſe, exaltation , triplicity. or 
terme in the place where is thegiver of life. As if the 
Sunne were in the 11. in. the ſigne of Sagittarius ( there 
where he may bea giver of life) and Jupiter were in the 
{igneof Aquarins, he ſhall regard the Sunne of the Sextile 
alpe&,and lookethat he have dignity of the houſe in the 
ſigne of the Suannc, hee ſhall be giver of yeares. It is then 
neceſſary, that theſe two: things concurre together, to 
the end that one Planet be giver of yeares, that is to ſay, 
that he hath dignities nevertheleſſe of terme ( forthe dig- 
nity of face is not ſufticient enough for ene fo great ef- 
te& )in figne and degreegin the which ſhall be the giver of 
lite, and that he regard the ſaid giver of lite, of one aſpe&t 
or other. | 
This giver of time,well lodged upon the point of An- 
gles,giveth him old yeares, in point of the houſes ſuc- 
cceding : is meanes, is Cadenrs, is: ſmalnefle, and. for as 
much as hce ſhall be Jong from the beginnings of the ſaid; 
| houſes, 
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number ofhis old yeares,omeants,and ſmalnelle, after the 
difference taken of the next houſes with the diffgrence 
of yeares. And firtofallifir be within any angle of 
heaven, notalwaies to the firſt point, you mult proceed 
alſo, and take in the firſt place the diſtance ofthe ſaid an- 
gle, and of thenext houſe ſucceeding. Note afterward,. 
ow many degrees the ſaid giver of years is fro the point. 
of the angle. Then take the difference of his old yeares, 
and meanes, multiply this difference by the number of 
| theſaidelongmenr, and part it by the diſtance of theſaid, 
angle,$8 of the houſe ſucceeding, that which reſteth take 
for the exa& number of the yeares of life, promiſed by. 
thefaid giver of yeares. If he be within any houſe,ſuccee- 
ding out of the points and beginnings of the ſame, you 
wu firſt take the diſtance of the houſe ſucceeding, and 
of the next cadint: then note how many degrees the ſaid 
giver of yeares ſhall beclonged from the point of the aid, 
houſe ſucceeding; afterward take the difference of yeares,, 
meanes,and ſmalnefſe, the which multiply by the'{econd 
number, and part itby the firſt : | the refidue ſhall be the 
time of life which was promiſed by the ſaid giver of years. 
If it bein Cadant houſes it ſhall beapon the' points: of. - 
. them, or after, he giveth but onely ſmall yeares:. Excepc 
when he is within 5.degrees neere to the.point of the {aid 
angles,%& then you muſt reckon as it followeth-: Take the: 
difference of the old yeares, and ſmalnelſe of the Planets 
that giveth the years,and divide them into 5.parts; after- 
ward looke in which of the faid 5.degrees ſhal be the faid 
Planet, For if it be in thefirſtand moſt neere the point 
of the angle;(that is to ſay if he be elonged from the faid 
angle one degree onely, then is it convenient to take out 
of his old yeares, one of the ſaid 5,parts:ifhe be clonged 
by 2.degrees,you muſt take out 2, parts: if he be elonged 
3.degrees, you miſt ſubſtra& 3. parts, &c. You mult note 
that the Moone in the $. gives but ſmall yeares, And” 
that the Sun within the 9. and Jupiter in the 11+ and Ve-

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the Moone in the 3. give their old yeares as perfeRly, as 
if they were upon the points of the angles : For they be. 
places wherein principally they do rqoyce. Jupiter, Ve- 
nus,and Mercury within the 9. give their yeares inditfe- 
rent:&the Moone in the 11.gives them old:Marsin the6. 
and Saturnein the 1 _ are indifferent, becauſe in the 
ſaid places they greatly delight themſclves: wherefore if 
they were notevill;they would there give old yeares. 
Upon this purpoſe ic is al{o'convenient. to note, that: 
one burnt Planet cannot be a giver. of yeares: and the. 
Moone in the prime of the beames of the Sunne, cannot. 
oive life nor time.If a Planet, which-otherwiſe may bea 
giver of years, be burnt in his proper houle cr exaltation, - 
receiving there the Sunne cauleth the Sunne td take the 
charge to be the giver of yeares. If it cometo paſſe that 
the Sunne or the ile” in their proper houſes or ex- 
altations,they may be givers of life &time together, with- 
out need to deſire aſpe& of any other Planet. Tf one 
place being ſignificator of life, have many givers of years, 
wee will take him that hath moſt dignities in the ſame 
place, and if they be equall in dignities, we will take him 
that hath his aſpe& moſt whole, and his beames moſt 
neereſt the ſaid giver of life; If they find two or three, or 
many givers of life,that have their givers of yeares, they 
muſt alwayesconfider and direQ, as the firſt and princi-- 
pall, following the yeares of the Planets.

F Hey which augment the number of the ſaid years, , 
. 4 are Jupiter, Venus, the Sunne, the Moone, and Mer- 
cury fortifed; the which fortunately regarding the gi 
ver of yeares; with an amiable aſpe& adding to their 
ſmall yeares, (thatis to underſtand) the Sunne 10: and 
9. Venus $. the Moone'25.&c. Likewiſe, if the giver of - 
time be conjoyned: with any fixed iftarreof amiable'na- 
race, it taketh of the ſaid ftarre the number of the ſmall 
eares of the Planet, of the which thefſaid ſtarre hojdeth 
his nature, If the ſaid planets regard the giver of time: 
with anevill aſpe& with reception, they adde as before, 
which they do not when they have no reception. Except 
Jupiter and Venus, that in every fort of aſpefts, with 
reception or without reception, alwaies adding to their 
ſmall yeares, for to. ſeethat the giver of time be not Sa- 
turne or Mars, towards the which the reception is ne-' | 
ceſſary, if the aſpe& be of enmity. : | 
The faid planets evill placed and infortunate, in the 
place of the whole ſmall years,in adding the halfe, or the 
third, or fourth part, or certaine number of moneths, of 
weekes, or of dayes, according to the greatnefſe or ſma[- 
neſſe.of their intelicity. The amiable aſpe&ts of ill for- © 
tune, with- reception , give their yeares ſmall : without 
reception,they do neither goodnorevill. If the giver of 
yeares beretrograde or meridionall:de{cending, or in his 
tall or detriment,or in the way burned, thar takerh from 
it the fift partof that which hez had given being other- _ 
wiſe diſpoſed. That which happened alfo to the 3. ſaperi- 
our Planets, when they be occidentall,and to the Moone 
when ſhe decreaſeth, and when ſhee is in the 20. and g. 
degree of a ſigne,and when ſhe is {lacke in her courſe, The 
Sunne regarding the Moone with the aſpe&ts of eamit 
wachout reception diminiſhed. Saturne, Mars, or Mer- 
D3 cury- 
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cury deprived, lookingto theevill aſpe& of the giver of 
* light, they takeaway the number of their ſmall yeares : 
except they recover, for then by oppoſition they do bur 
halfe theevill: by quadrate aſpe&t they diminiſh but the 
_ fourth part.. The taile of the Dragon taken from the 
Moone 12. yeares. T have found itoften by experience, 
thatthe fortunes(thart is to underſtand, Jupiter and: Ve- 
nus) or the Sunne and the Moon,and Mercury fortunate 
in the firſt houſe, or neere to the giver of lite, adding to 
their ſmall yeares,although they do not regard the giver 
of time: and to the contrary, that the infortunes in the 
faid places, take away the ſmall yeares, without regar- 
ding the ſaid giver of time. Except when they were 
well honored in the ſaid places,or when they were Lords 
of the Nativities.

the ſaid ill fortune. The miſ-fortune in the places of mi(l- 
 fortuneaugmenteth the evill: the good fortunes in the 
places6f good fortune, angmenteth the good fortune, 

'For to judge of the ſaid confiderations,you mult have 
recourſe to that which w2 have ſaid in the two former 
Bookes of generall and particular fignificattons of the 
Houſes, Signes, Planets, Aſpedts, and particular ſituations 
of the Planets in Signes and houſes: having alwaies before 
youreyes, the diſpolition of farres in the figure of the 
Nativity.For ifa Planer be in the Nativity greatly unfor- 
tunate, and in the revolution avell diſpoſed, it cannot 

much profit becauſe of the brit infelicity. 

Likewiſe, you mult judge of thoſe which be fortunate 
in Nativities,which being unfortunate in revolutions, do 
no great damage. There be ſ@me that contemplate here- 
upon,many other things, the which by expericnceT have 
often found unprofitable,falſe and ſuperfluous. |

conſtellations were in force. Tf they touch theplaces Þro-- 
fc&ionals,they do a[moſi the ſame effeQas in nativities:

C Oncerning the particular meetings of alf the yeare. 
ad P tolomiens, John de Regiomonte, Ganrique, and many 
others, do relt hard upon the Profeftions, Menſturnes, 
and Diurnes, of the which you have a perfe& Table in 
the Booke of dire&ions of: Job de Regiomonte , having 
more ſubtilty and curiouſnefe than truth,as I have often 
found by experience. It anſwereth better my opinion 
Schonor,which every day confidered, ifany planet touch 
the places of the Planets, parts & houſes,of the nativitie, 
or their good or evill aſpeR;that I do apply to the places 
profeRionall. As for example, ft the aſcendant of a na- 
tivity, or the place cf his profeQion be the twelfth degree 
of Libra, the Sunne in the fifteenth of Gemini, Mars in - 
the fifteenth of Leo : alwayes, and as oftenas the Sunne, 
or the Moone do paſſe over the 15.degree of Leo,the man 
ſhall be moved by angry accidents, as- of diſpleaſure, of 
ſome alteration, paine of the head, fevers, hot impo- 
Khumes.,tetters, &c. Likewiſewhen it toucheth the fifth 
degree of Scorpius, or of Taurus, there where the qua- 
drate aſpeRs be within the place of Mars,or the fift of A-- 
quarius, which is the place oppoſite to Mars. If anyPlanet 
touch the fifth degree of Libra,or of Gemini(there where 
the Sextile AſpeRsbe ) or the fifth of Sagittarius, and of 
Aries, (which make the Trine Aſpe&s of the ſaid Mars) 
it ſhall fignifie ſome favourable meetings of Captaines 
apd men of warre.
